What I’d Like to See in the Palm OS

bytes on e-mails, and include e-mail attachments. 

It would be great to see some PalmOS devices 
with much larger RAM.

Much larger RAM will come with the release of Palm 
OS 5.0 and the ARM processor, hopefully sometime 
in 2002. This new architecture removes arbitrary 
memory limits—you could theoretically see a 512MB 
or larger Palm device—in addition to dramatically 
speeding up the platform. We also expect Palm OS 
5.0 to include the first real enhancements of the built- 
in applications since the platform's release five years 
ago. 

Team Schedule Synching 

My wife and I both use Palm OS devices. I would 
like to be able to have a category of appointments 
(for us, called "family") which we could synch with 
each other using the IR ports. This feature would be 
very powerful for any people working as a team on 
some issues but independently on others. The 
synched appointments should carry the originator's 
ID information so they could be identified as ' this is 
when Joe will be out of town' or 'this is when we have 
a team meeting together'.

Visor's High-Speed Wireless 

Sprint PCS has announced that 
it will be shipping Airprime's 
CDMA equivalent of the 
VisorPhone as the Sprint PCS 
Wireless Web Digital Link. While 
this module will cost $249-pricey 
compared to the Visorphone's 
new $49 bargain price—it has lots 
of potential. It has support for the 
first level of the upcoming "3G" 
digital cell phone data standard, 
which Sprint PCs plans to roll out 
by mid-2002. This means that the 
Digital Link will have the poten¬ 
tial to download data at up to 
144Kbps, 10 times the speeds 
offered by most current wireless 
services. CDMA has much better 
coverage in the USA than the 
GSM standard used by the 
VisorPhone, so this voice/data 
solution should be available for a 
number of Visor users for whom 
the VisorPhone wasn't an option.

Documents to Go 4.0 

DataViz has added a number of 
new features to this useful pack¬ 
age, including a PowerPoint 
viewer that lets you view slides 
full-screen on your Palm, as well 
as zoomed-out so you can view 
small details. The spreadsheet 
module, Sheet to Go, has been 
thoroughly beefed up, and with 
over 110 math functions is now 
functional as a working spread¬ 
sheet instead of just a viewer. 
There are many other improve¬ 
ments, including SD/MMC card 
support. Price is $69.95; upgrade 
prices for current users vary.
